Cannon To Continue Fight 0m Sugar — |Wauchula Farmers’ 
Quota He Tells Gathering At Clewiston Market Is Praised 


Makes Hasty Trip Fros 
Washington To Attend 
Hearing ` 


“I am,ütterly opposed to the 
sugar act in its entirety and intend 
to split it wide open on the floor 
of Congress,“ said Representative 
A. Pat Cannon, Florida's mem- 
ber of the House of Representa- 
lives/who came' to attend the 
Department of Agriculturé hear- 
ing.at Clewiston Wednesday and 
returned by plane from West 
Palm Beach later in the day. > 

Representative Cannon, who 
was invited to the bearing by the 
Belle Glade Chamber of Com- 
merce, was strong in his condem- 
mation of Federal sugar fet and 
all of its iriplicátions. 

In a closing statement, he said: 
"Today we have. seen and íalked 
with à. happy and . well-conterited 
citizenry, engaged in a satisfac- 
tory and noble occupation, better 
paid than many of their neigh- 
borä In other endeavors

Homes wéte previously 
financed on a mortgage plan and 
all too frequently mortgagors be- 
came"the owner of the-property. 

In order to obtain loans, ` ap- 
plicants must submit three sets 
ot plans, a. bid from an accrédit- 
ed contractor, pictures'of the lot 
upon which the house is to be 
erected and must submit the ap- 

lication through approved lénding 
agencies. Following the investi- 
gation, the FHA issues a commit- 
ment insuring the loan. Payment 
ot Joans'are $6.25 per month per 
$1,000 of loan. Interest is figur- 
ed each month at 5 per cent on 
unpaid balance. On a. $3,000 loan 
the monthly payments would be 
$22 to $29. per month, it was štat- 
ed. x 
Because the government has 90 
per cent interest in the home, they 
require minimum building stand- 
ards. Crandall emphasized the 
act that one of the most import- 
ant considerations is the location 
of the home and whether or not 
the town has a set of zoning or- 
dinances to protect tlie future de- 
velopment of the town and the 
particular section in which the 
hore is located. He stated that 
each town to obtain full benéfit 
from the FHA 'must-enact zoning 
ordinances.
